the Bible, which teaches the doctrine, or of

The debate was continued by Rev. Drs.Schmuck- 
er, Lansing, Patton, Lucky, Olin, Baird and others 
for three days, and finally resulted in the rejection 
of the fifth resolution and the adoption of the fol- 
lowing declaration as the sentiments of the Alli- 
ance. 

“That while the Evangelical Alliance admits in- 
to its bosoin such persons only as are respectable 
members of Evangelical Churches, we are never- 
theless persuaded that the great object of the As- 
sociation, the promotion of a larger Christian Un- 
ion, may be furthered by a frank expression of our 
sentiments on the subject of Slavery. We there- 
fore declare our deep unalterable opposition to this 
stupendous evil and we hold it to be the duty of all 
men by all wise snd Christian means to seek its en- 
tire extirpation and removal from the land. Still 
the one object of the Alliance shall be steadily kept 


in view, which is, the promotior. of Christian Union 
and brotherly love.
